Fire Chief Urges 
Christmas Safety 


In his annual holiday safety mes- 
sage to the citizens of this com- 
munity, Fire Chief Fred Pimental 
this week warned that candles at 
Christmas time are still taking an 
appaling toll of lives and property. 


“Although the candle is found 
more rarely each year,” Pimental 
stated, “it is still used unwisely in 
many places during the Christmas 
season, Candles on mantle pieces 
and as table decorations too near 
inflammable materials are the main 
fire hazards.” 


The Chief also urged precaution 
in the use of electric lights for 
decorations. Lights should be 
checked to see that they are in good 
condition as a short circuit in worn 
wiring is sufficient to set a tree 
burning. 

Pimental urged residents to see 
that fuses have the proper rating 
as too many lights from one circuit 
or outlet will blow a fuse. Should 
this happen, eliminate some of the 
lights and replace the fuse with one 
of the same rating. 

Decorations used at public gath- 
erings must be fireproofed, the 
Chief warned, for many disasters 
have been caused from small fires 
flashing across halls filled with 
combustible materials. 

In concluding his warning, Pim- 
ental exressed the belief that if 
common sense precautions are tak- 
en, there should be no tragedies to 
mar the holiday season.

In the 41 
years that Christmas Seals have 
been sold in America the national
